Union City, Tenn., July 4. — 
Attorney General D. J. Caldwell 
returned to Union City today 
and gave out a statement in re- 
gard to the opinion banded down 
by the Supreme Court yesterday 
in the night rider cases, remand- 
ing them to this county for a 
new trial. Geo, Caldwell said: 

''The decision of the Supreme 
Court, which w«s rendered yes- 
terday in what is known as the 
night rider cases, was such a Bur- 
prise to me, to say no more, that 
I did not feel it competent nor 
cen safe for me to attempt to 
express my opinion of the deci- 
sion. No man in the world can 
be more affected by this broad- 
cast decision than I am. For 
eight months it has beeu my en- 
tire life work to restore order out 
of chaos, to have law and order 
in the Reelfoot district, where 
anarchy was wont to reitio, and 
to avenge the murder of the 
sainted Rankin, and then as 1 
see it, without any logic, argu 
raent or reason, three men with 
power alone discard these facts 
and with one fell nwoop render 
an opinion that again places an- 
archy in the saddle and says to 
others and to me in authority 
that the administration of Ten- 
nessee is a farce.

A. M. Hearin, a prominent 
citizen of Madisonville, died at 
his home in that city Saturday 
morning after a five days' illness 
of stomach trouble, at the age of 
sixty-five years.

He served in 'the 
Confederate army. He was well 
known and respected by all. He 
is survived by his wife and two 
sons, AdolphuB Hearin, of New 
York City, and Thomas Hearin, 
of Madisonville.

The fun- 
eral services were conducted 
Monday afternoon by Rev. A. D. 
Litchfield and burial was at 
Grapevine, attended by a large 
delegation of Confederate veter- 
ans and friends. Four of the 
pall bearer6 were his old com- 
rades. 

Mr. Hearin was honored at 
the recent meeting of the Sec- 
ond Kentucky Brigade of the 
Confederate Veterans by being 
appointed temporary adjutant 
by Capt. Stone, commander of 
the brigade.

Among those who today mourn 
the death of our comrade, per- 
haps none will do so more sin- 
cerely or feel his loss more keen- 
ly than we, the members of Camp 
528, U. C. V. All of us were 
his old comrades, his lifelong 
friends and companions and thus 
linked to him by ties which 
could be broken only by the rude 
hand of death. Deeply impress- 
ed with our sorrow we cannot 
allow the occasion to pass with- 
out conveying to his family this 
imperfect testimonial of our ap- 
preciation of our comrade and 
friend as well as the loss sus- 
tained by us.

SENATOR REFUSES TO ACCEPT 

ANY SORT OF COMPROMISE. 



Washington, July 6.— After a 
day of skirmishes with Senator 
Aldrich and other members of 
the Finance Committee, Senator 
Bradley believes he has assurance 
tonight that the House amend- 
ment removing the tax of 6 cents 
on leaf tobacco, with several 
modifications, will be adopted by 
the Senate. 

Senator Bradley has refused 
to accept any compromise or 
change to his proposed amend 
ment, which will prevent the to- 
bacco growers from the full en- 
joyment and exercise of the 
privilege of selling tobacco in the 
natural leaf as provided in the 
amendment contajned. ju the 
House biU or in subsequent 
amendments offered in the 
Senate. 

The amendment as offered by 
Senator Bradley contain* certain 
provisions intended to enable the 
Government to keep track of 
sales in the natural leaf, and pro- 
viding' for keeping a record of 
such sales when they exceed ten 
pounds to one purchaser. None 
of these provisions will prevent 
the farmer availing himself of 
this chance to dispose of his leaf 
tobacco to the fullest extent, as 
such memoranda will be made on 
blanks furnished by the Govern- 
ment and are easily kept. 

The increase in the tax on 
manufactured tobacco from 6 to 
8 cents will still further stimu 
late the sale of the uatural leaf. 

The Senate has several times 
iu the years past voted down 
similar amendments to that now 
put over.

AEROPLANE GLIDES GRACEFUL 
LY TO EARTH WHEN ENGINE 
SUDDENLY STOPS. 



TRAVELS 40 MILES PER HOUR 



Engine Comes to Standstill at 8ame 
Place Accident to Wright's Ma- 
chine Put Stop to Tests Made 
Last September. 



Washington, July 3. — Resembling a 
giant bird swooping down upon Its 
prey, the Wright aeroplane, after tbe 
motor which propells It had come to a 
standstill glided gracefully to earth 
after having made two successful 
flights. 

The machine was on its way around 
the Fort Myer drill grounds for the 
ninth time In Its second flight when 
the motor stopped 60 feet above the 
earth and exactly in the same place 
where the propeller blade broke last 
September which resulted In the fatal 
accident that terminated the trials at 
that time. In gliding to the earth the 
machine struck a tree and swerved 
around with such force that tbe skids 
were broken and the right wing badly 
rlped. Mr. Wright was not injured. 
Two Plights Were Successful. 

the two flights were the most suc- 
cessful that Orville Wright has made 
since his return to complete the gov- 
ernment trials. On the first attempt 
he flew abont the field 12 times In 11 
minutes and 50 seconds and on the sec- 
ond trial be had gone around eight 
and one half times when the fllgh was 
terminated by a mishap. He had been 
In the air for a little jnore than eight 
minutes. During both' flights Mr. 
Wright went higher and faster than In, 
the trials ot the two previous days, it 
was estimated that his speed was 
about 37 miles an hour on an average, 
although the machine probably ex- 
ceeded 40 miles when flying with the 
light breeze blowing from the south. 
The glide which covered a distance ot 
perhaps 300 feet, was beautiful to be- 
hold but there were a few among the 
thousand spectators who did not fedr 
a repetition of last, year's accident. 
Wright Explains Breakage. 

"My motor stopped Just as I was 
over the aeroplane shed," said Orville. 
"When you are over bushes and trees 
you can't see their height, and It was 
due to a miscalculation on my part 
that tbe wing hit the tree and swung 
the machine around, causing it tp land 
sldewlse on the/ skids. If It had not 
been for the tree I would have landed 
safely. It was too bad, because the 
machine was making better speed 
than yesterday and more than the ma 
chine that I used last year. 
Judge it was going 
hour at certain times 

Orville got away 
on the first trial. The machine trav- 
eled with greater equilibrium than the 
day before. Orville on the first flight 
landed within two hundred feet of the 
starting tower, and tbe aeroplane 
came down "as light as a feather."

There waa 
"Forget" holding on to a bush wUJi 
both bis hands while one of the young 
lions had hold oj his foot pulling as 
hard aa he could in the opposite direc- 
tion. Although blood was streaming 
from the lion's Jaws, all of us laughed.

Big. heavy-winged, 
brilliant htied butterflies flew erratic- 
ally about, and s longlegged crane 
opposite us arranged Its plumsg* as

It was a long wait and 1 waa 
asleep, half dreaming, when the gen- 
tle touch of the shlksree brought me 
back to business. He pointed across , 
tbe flat There waa a slight noise A 
second or two later the broad horns of 
a buffalo bull showed through the 
leaves, and then came a cow with a j 
calf. They came to the water and 
drank. I did not shoot, as I wanted 
one of the smaller antelopes. A little 
later, as though by signal, eland, wa- 
ter buck, koodoo, duiker, wildebeest, 
blue wildebeest, reedbuck, lmpala 
blesbok. oribl, giraffe, and dosena of 
other animals too numerous to men- 
tion came down to the vlel. 

It was a grand scene; all these 
graceful animals, as beautiful as 
though they had stepped out of s book 
of fairy tales, mingling in perfect 
was not s quarrel 



We were hunting for specimens rot 
a German museum When we reached 
s suitable hunting growls we camped 

and set out dally la different direc- 
tions In small parties, a German sci- 
entist arrcmpanytng each. One morn 
leg a shikaree came In with tbe news 

thst the veld a little way to the north 
waa covered, with game. The hunters 
with their rifles and tbe scientists 
with their notebooks and cameras, set 
out, making a wide detour. We di- 
vided Into parties, a shikaree at the 
head of each, with the exception of 
those two which van Reenan and my 
self commanded We soon reached 
the game. There seemed te be thou- 
sands of every variety on the veld. 
Huge eland, beautifully striped sebras, 
hartebeest, lmpala, koodoo, gemsbok, 
springbok, in fact there seemed to be 
a congress of all the antelope In Af- 
rica. ^ .. 

'Sn'the outskirts near a clump of trees 
a number of giraffe towered above the 
rest of the animals Van Reenan set 
out In their direction and the rest of 
us waited till the other men started 
shooting on the opposite side of the 
veld, thus driving the herds In our dl 
rectlon. 

After a long, tiring wait of four 
hours, the cracking of rifles In the 
distance brought us to attention and 
told us that the work of death had 
commenced. Kvery head on the veld 
was raised; every animal, for a sec- 
ond, waa still and silent as a statue. 
Then, with one accord, they turned 
and cams galloping toward us. the 
ground trembling under the thunder 
of their hoofs. 

With the magazines of oar riflei full 
wa waited till the animals came Into 
good range aad then opened fire. The 
din waa frightful, tbe thunder of the 
hoofs, the swirling dust, tbs rhythmic

I found out later that "Forget," liv- 
ing up to his reputation, had forgot- 
ten to feed the cubs, and, one getting 
vsry hungry, and no doubt thinking it 
made no difference, started to eat its 
foster father'a foot while he was 
asleep. The other cub got very quar- 
relsome after It lost Its brother. I sold 
it to an agent of tbe Antwerp Zoolog- 
ical Gardens, where It Is I believe to 
this day. 

The Leopard, Craftiest Beast in 
the Jungle. 

From the lion the thoughts of the 
hunter turn naturally to the most 
crafty of African animals, the leopard 
—the tljger of the Boers. 

It Is tbe least bunted animal In 
Africa, not because It Is not sought, 
but because it Is hard to get at, Its 
home being la tbe woody, mountain- 
ous country. Then, too, It has as a 
protective feature its peculiarly 
marked skin, the spots of which re- 
semble the light and shade in the 
leaves, making tbe beast very diffi- 
cult to see. Many hunters would face 
anything sooner than a leopard, on ac- 
count of Its intelligent ferocity. Some 
men are of the opinion that It is tbe 
most dangerous of African 
those who know say It la 
tbe South American Jaguar 

The leopard Is the brainiest of the 
carnlvora. The atories told by the 
natives and hunters of its cleverness 
would fill volumes. One thing Is oar 
tain. It gets its food easier than e*y 
other animal The methods are aim 
pie In the extreme. It aseends a tree 
beside a waterhole and waits for its 
victim to oome to drlak, and then, 
flying like a thunderbolt from the 
tree top. strikes down its prey with s 
blew, at the sasae time 
u*tb late a vital spat 



among them. Tbe big-eyed, aristo- 
cratic looking pookoo rubbed horns 
with the stately lechwe as they put 
their clean, glistening noses Into tbe 
cool, Inviting water. I was lost In ad- 
miration. I hated to disturb the beau-

All at once, like an arrow from the 
tree above shot the form of a leopard 
onto the back of a buffalo calf. In a 
flash there was a wild atampede. All 
ran but the buffalo cow, the mother of 
the calf. When the calf was struck It 
fell either dead or unconscloua, and 
the snarling leopard stood over Its 
prey for a second. Then the cow 
i charged and hurled the marauder 
| from her prostrate young. A fight 
commenced In earneat. 

The leopard sprang to lta feet and 
In an Instant was on the back of the 
cow. With the agility of a wrestler 
she fell and rolled over her aggressor, 
arising to her feet again In a flash. 
Before the leopard could spring she 
rushed st him with a bellow like a fog 
horn, struck him full on and toased 
blm Into the water. In a moment the 
leopard was on the bank again- It 
sprang at tbe cow's throat but missed 
as she dodged aside. Again the 
leopard spraag. The cow fell back, 
lifted her head and caught It full ua- 
derneath, her horn penetrating the 
leopard's body. The leopard roared 
with pain aa it fell to the ground, 
bleeding freely from Its double wound, 
aad the cow waa covered with gashes 
from its antagonist's claws. 

The leopard sprang again on the 
back of the cow, but she easily shook 
him off. He stood for a moment and 
then tried to stagger away The buf- 
falo made a rush. and. hurling blm 
to the ground, thrust her boras again

bang of the many rifles, and the 
whistling of stray bullets made a veri- 
table battle scene. One after anoth- 
er we picked out our living targets 
and down they went, tbe stampeding 
mass of life behind falling over them 
In a struggling confuelon. 

At last the tall end of the herds 
galloped past, leaving a few wound- 
ed stragglers enveloped In the dust 
burdened air.

Poor van Reenan was frightfully 
rhewed. The cheetah had died In the 
act of killing him. one of the many dou 
hie tragedies that Illustrate the dan- 
gers of hunting on tbe Dark Contin 
cut 

The Giraffe — Awkward and 
— Harmless. 

It Is peculiar that such savage 
brutes as leopards and cheetahs are 
marked much like the giraffe, the 
most awkward and harmless animal 
in Africa. At one time the glrsffe 
was common down aa far aa Cape 
Town, but now it Is found no farther 
south thsn the Trsnsvsal. Gradually 
It Is being driven Into the Interior. 
The giraffe makes Its home In the 
desert country, being able te go for 
long periods without drinking. There 
are large herds oa the Kalahari dee 
ert where they are practically safe 
from the hunter's rifle. Giraffes are 
slso very common la the country to 
which Mr. Roosevelt Is going. They 
sre easy hunting. Before tbe passage 
of the game protection lawa I have 
seen one party bring down 20 giraffes 
In a day. 

It Is easy to form an Idea of the 
giraffes awkwardness when yon take 
into consideration that the animal 1* 
from 18 to 20 feet high, measuring 
from the ground to Its head, aad It Is 
mostly legs and neck, tbe legs being 
longer than the neck. When a giraffe 
drinks it must spread lta legs out sn 
an angle of about SO degrees to lower 
Its body aufflcteBtly to reach the wa- 
ter, ^.nSt»,v-JE7c^E. t 'i ».j anaa 

The favorite method of the Boars hf 
hunting the giraffe Is te ride It down 
on horseback. This affords great sport 
and a good horse will overtake one of 
these animate after a long chase. Tbe 
glrsffe presents a peculiar spectacle 
when It Is running. The body seems 
to gain oa the head, which waves to 
and fro and Is Jerked Into position st 
every second step. Mr. Roosevelt will 
have te depend solely on shooting for 
bis giraffe sport as the country he 
will vlsjt In Is not favorable to horse 
hunting. 

A source of amusement to the aver- 
age European sportsman who visits 
East Africa Is hunting the wart hog 
Although the Africander does not care 
about banting this animal, the guro 
pean seems to delight In It. perhaps 
on account of the animal's ferocious 
and ugly appearance. It Is armed with 
a pair of formidable tusks which It 
can use with great effect on either 
horse or man when It Is cornered. I 
have seen a native gored so badly by 
one that be died In an hour. 

Each African colony haa game laws 
based on the prevalence or scarcity of 
certain species of animals. Where 
Mr. Roosevelt Is going to hunt It costs 
$350 for a huntsman's license This 
license under the British East Atri 
can game laws gives tbe following 
privileges: 

Each white man— rifle buster — that 
bunta in East Africa. Is allowed to kill 
two of each of the following animals 
Elephants (tusks weighing not leas 
thsn 60 pounds), rhlnocerl. bippopot 
ami. zebra oryx, callotls oryx bestia 
hoodoo, topi, Neumann's hartebeest. 
colobus and other fur monkeys, sard 
varka, cheetahs, aardwolf, marabout 
and egret One of each of the fol 
lowing: Buffalo, eland, sable, antelope, 
roan antelope and bongo. Ten of 
each of the following: Topi. Grant's 
Kazelle, Thompson's gazelle, Jackson's 
hartebeest, lmpala, reedbuck, duiker, 
klipspricger, stelnbuck. waterbuck. 
wildebeest Coke's hartebeest, bush 
buck, pan, lesser koodoo, sad the 
gerenuk.

FORCED TO GUARD BEEHIVES 



In anarch for ths Delicacy Bears In 
Texas Destroy Apiaries by 



The beekeepers of the Wharton sec 
tlon In Texas frequently suffer losses 
from the depredations of bears. Vari 
ous kinds of devices are uaed to pro- 
tect the apiaries from the Invasion of 
these anlmala. 



Henry Carter, who has a 
apiary in the Bollng neighborhood, had 
an exciting experience with two 
honey loving bears recently. He has a 
pack of bear doga which have been 
used principally to guard his bees 
against the attacks of bruin. The ken 
ael of these dogs Is close to the hives, 
and no bear cared to venture close to 
the spot. A neighbor borrowed the 
pack to trail down aome bears that 
had been giving htm trouble and failed 
to return the dogs at night. Mr. Car- 
ter was awakened about midnight by 
a noise which came from his orchard, 
where bis bee colonies were located 
He quickly divined that a bear raid 
was on. He grsbbed a rifle and hur- 
ried out of tbe house toward the 
apiary- 
He took a sudden backward jump 
when a big black bear rose upon its 
hind feet from behind s beehive and 
Mm red toward blm. Mr Carter fired 
at the animal at close rang*. The 
bullet wounded bruin and atopped his 
progress temporarily. At this moment 
Mr. Carter noticed aaother bear run- 
ning off from another part of tbe 
apiary.
